The powerful aftershocks of a 
collapsed World Trade Center and 
a damaged Pentagon were still 
being felt throughout Andover 
and the rest of the country on 
Wednesday. 

Christopher Morrison, 34, the 
son of Joseph and Maureen Morri- 
son of High Plain Road, was in one 
of the towers of the World Trade 
Center on Tuesday, and on 
Wednesday morning he was still 
unaccounted for. 

“We don’t know any more than 
anyone else in this country,” said 
Maureen Morrison, a secretary in 
the schools athletic department, 
from her home on Wednesday. She 
and her husband said that his com- 
pany has offices in Boston and in 
the World Trade Center, and he 
divided his time between the two 
places. 

Peter Gay, a former resident and 
vice president and general manag- 
er of the Raytheon plant in 
Andover who had moved to 
Tewksbury, was reported as one of 
the passengers on Flight 11, which 
was hijacked out of Boston and 
flown into the Trade Center. 

Others with Andover ties were 
spared injury or death by a twist of 
fate. Former Andover resident 
John Deyermond, a major general 
in the US Army, was scheduled to 
have a meeting in the Pentagon at 
the time that a plane crashed into it. 
However, earlier that morning his 
plans were changed. 

“The meeting was held right 
where the explosion was,” says his 
brother Jim Deyermond of 
Andover Street. John Deyermond 
is working 12-hour shifts in the 
attack’s aftermath, and could not 
be reached for comment. 

Other residents spoke of know- 
ing people who were on the planes 
or who worked in the buildings 
attacked by terrorists.

West Nile threat eases 


Town roadside spraying for 
West Nile virus in west Andover 
was only conducted for one night, 
last Thursday, Health Director 
Everett Penney said. The original 
plan was to spray last Wednesday 
and Thursday nights, but the mos- 
quito count in the area was low. 
Penney said that while the state 
continues to test moquitos, no 
more have tested positive for the 
virus, which in rare cases can 
cause encephalitis. However, 10 to 
15 residents per day still call in to 
report dead birds, said Penney. 

“People should not get lulled 
into a sense of security because it’s 
getting cooler,” he said. “We’ve 
still got two to three weeks where 
the virus could appear in human- 
biting mosquitos. People should 
still take precautions: wear insect 
repellent, long pants and sleeves, 
and remove standing water.” 


Fire sprinkler recall 


The Andover Fire Department 
is alerting local owners of com- 
mercial buildings to a recall of 
sprinklers. 

Certain Central Sprinkler, Star 
Sprinkler Inc. and Gem Sprinkle 
Co. sprinkler heads have been 
recalled. Problems with seals have 
been reported, says the depart- 
ment. The faulty seals often mean 
the sprinklers do not activate. “We 
request that you contact your 
sprinkler installer/sprinkler main- 
tenance company to assist you in 
determining if you have the above 
listed sprinklers installed at your 
property,” Fire Chief Charles Mur- 
nane wrote in a letter sent to sever- 
al building owners.

Override coming, FinCom changing 
Former Fire Chief Wright, planning member Byers tapped

Two familiar faces in town - 
one of whom agreed to. spend 
$46,000 on a hovercraft in 1997 - 
have joined the Finance Committee. 

Former Fire Chief Harold Wright 
and former Planning Board, Conser- 
vation Commission and Housing 
Partnership member Carl Byers 
have taken seats on the nine-person 
volunteer board that makes financial 
recommendations to Town Meeting. 

Their first year should be an 
eventful one, as town officials plan 
to ask residents to approve the first 
general override of Proposition 2% in 
Andover’s history. 

The two men replaced former 
members Bob King and Dick Fox, 
both who resigned from the commit- 
tee mid-term this summer. 

King, a former Andover High 
School science teacher, left to return 
to teaching part-time, says Town 
Moderator Jim Doherty. Doherty 
appointed King to the committee in 
December of 1998. The Townsman 
could not reach King for comment. 

Fox left the Finance Committee 
after receiving a promotion at Camp 
Dresser & McKee, says Doherty. 
“He is going to be traveling most of 
the. year,” Doherty says. Fox, who 
also could not be reached for com- 
ment, was serving his second three- 
year term on the committee. 

“He cut right through the essence 
of whatever it was we were dis- 
cussing,” says Joanne Marden, 
Finance Committee member for 23 
years. “I really will miss having him 
on the committee.” 

Both Wright and Byers have a 
history of service in Andover. 
Wright, a Greenwood Road resident, 
was fire chief from 1996 until 2000.

Now retired, Wright volunteers as a 
precinct officer at town elections 
and lends a hand on the floor at 
Town Meeting, Doherty says. 

“Harold Wright has done an 
awful lot for the community. He was 
born and brought up in town. He 
understands budgets. He has been a 
regular attendee at Town Meetings,” 
says Doherty. 

During his term as fire chief, offi- 
cials agreed to build a new public 
safety center. They also decided to 
use money originally slated for other 
fire department expenses to buy a 
hovercraft. 

The fire department recently put 
the hovercraft up for sale — it’s value 
having depreciated to $18,000, 
according to selectmen — without 
having used it for a water rescue. 
They sold it to a company in Peru 
for $21,000, says Fire Chief Chuck 
Murnane. Doherty says the contro- 
versy surrounding the hovercraft 
purchase does not tarnish Wright's 
credentials or financial judgment. 

“Maybe that was an unwise deci- 
sion (to buy a hovercraft), maybe it 
wasn’t,” says Doherty, who adds 
that he was never opposed to the 
town’s purchase of a hovercraft. He 
also doesn’t buy the suggestion that 
officials and residents weren’t aware 
that they were spending $46,000 on 
a hovercraft. Some residents, includ- 
ing former Selectman Larry Larsen, 
say the hovercraft vote was sneaked 
through 1997 Town Meeting 
because there was no mention of a 
hovercraft at that meeting. 

“It’s easy to say we shouldn't 
spend that kind of money, and 
someone pulled the wool over some- 
one’s eyes,” says Doherty. “I'll 
stand on my record of 24 years for

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the people I’ve appointed to the 
board.” 

“T strongly disagree with some 
people who say we snuck it 
through,” says Wright. “That was 
discussed openly.” 

He says that the $46,000 spent “is 
rather miniscule” compared to some 
other town endeavors that didn’t 
work out, like the open education 
concept at Bancroft School. 

Wright says he will bring his 
experience as a resident and town 
employee in Andover to the com- 
mittee as well as a fiscally-responsi- 
ble state of mind. “I’m a conserva- 
tive Yankee by nature, but that does- 
n’t mean that if something is a 
worthwhile endeavor for the town 
we (can’t) give it consideration.” 
Wright says it’s too early to tell 
whether a Proposition 24 override 
for next year’s budget is a necessity. 

Byers’s background in communi- 
ty planning and his volunteer work 
on other town boards will also com- 
pliment the Finance Committee, 
Doherty says. The Kathleen Drive 
resident, now retired, worked for 35 
years in Boston at the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

“T’ll be able to add perspective in 
capital budgeting and program plan- 
ning,” says Byers, who attended his 
first Finance Committee meeting 
Sept. 5. With a possible override of 
Proposition 24 approaching next 
spring, Byers says the committee 
needs to more clearly prioritize town 
needs before drawing the line in 
spending. “We need to think things 
through, work things through and 
come to a consensus that way before 
establishing dollar constraints to 
work within,” he says.

Donors who tried to pave the 
way to a new senior center by buy- 
ing memorial bricks for $100 each 
won't be seeing their bricks any- 
time soon.

Town 2, developers 0. By a 
surprise vote of 3 to 2, the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals Tuesday 
night rejected AvalonBay Com- 
munities Inc.’s comprehensive 
permit application to build 136 
apartments on nine acres on 
River Road where the Monastery 
of St. Clare now stands. Once the 
vote is filed, the developer will 
have 20 days to file an appeal 
with the state Housing Appeals 
Committee. 

Both sides expressed surprise 
at the ruling. 

“It wasn’t exactly what we 
expected,” said Bill McLaughlin, 
vice president of development 
for AvalonBay, who heads the 
project. “We’ll wait to see the 
written opinion and take it one 
day at a time. I appreciate the 
efforts of the board in staying up 
all these nights.” 

McLaughlin declined to say, 
without seeing the written deci- 
sion, whether he would appeal. 

“T did not think this was going 
to happen,” said Jane Bowman, 
spokeswoman for Protect 


Andover Zoning (PAZ), which 
has gathered more than 1,000 
signatures from local residents 
opposed to the project. “We’re 
obviously quite happy and satis- 
fied with the vote, but we realize 
there’s still a long way to go. 
This is a large corporation, and 
they’re not going to take no for 
an answer. They’re going to 
appeal” 
AvalonBay is a publicly-trad- 
ed company with a market capi- 
talization of more than $3 bil- 
lion. 

The ZBA’s deliberation meet- 
ing lasted less than two hours 
and was Sparsely attended by 
representatives of the developer 
and PAZ; public and developer 
input is denied during board 
deliberation. The ZBA has three 
choices in deciding comprehen- 
sive permits: it can approve 
them, approve them with condi- 
tions, or reject them. 

All but perhaps one of the five 
ZBA members said the project 
would be too dense, at about 16 
units per acre. 

Peter Reilly was the only 


member to say he might be will- 
ing to accept the plan the way it 
was, although he said he was “a 
little bit ambivalent.” 

Pam Mitchell said she was 
opposed to the whole project 
because of its density and 
because of its remoteness from 
town services like police and 
firefighters. 

“T just don’t think this gives 
quality of life to the residents 
who would live in the 136 units,” 
said Mitchell. 

Carol McDonough said she 
was more concerned about the 
future of a sewer agreement 
between Andover and Tewks- 
bury, which would, if approved, 
allow for sewers to run from the 
development a short distance 
into Tewksbury’s wastewater 
system. The contract is for a 
period of 25 years. 

“What does the town do after 
that?” she asked, saying she was 
uncomfortable with the possibil- 
ity that Tewksbury could one day 
decide to stop accepting the 
sewage.

Nancy Jeton, who preceded 
Steve Colyer as the town planning 
director, voiced the most princi- 
pled objection to the plan. State 
law says that a developer is eligi- 
ble to apply for a comprehensive 
permit in communities with less 
than ten percent affordable hous- 
ing, if at least a quarter of the pro- 
posed project’s units are designat- 
ed affordable. Andover’s afford- 
able housing stock is not at the 
ten-percent benchmark, said Jeton, 
but it’s close. 

“T think this town has a respon- 
sible and respectable history of 
promoting affordable housing,” 
she said. “I don’t think we need to 
be cowed into accepting this appli- 
cation. As a planner, I just can’t in 
any way see this kind of density in 
this situation.” 

She also agreed with concerns 
about distance from fire and 
police. 

ZBA Chairman Dan Casper 
said he would accept the project 
with conditions, as he thought it 
largely met statutory requirements. 
However, he characterized the 
density as “pushing the envelope a 
bit,” and recommended a modest 
reduction along with a lengthy list 
of additional conditions. 

The discussion hit a snag on the 
issue of how far possible condi- 
tions might go, beginning with 
McDonough proposing a large 
density reduction and asking about 
the feasibility of reducing the 
number of buildings in the project 
from eight to one. 

Reilly, growing impatient with 
the discussion, finally said, “What 
you're proposing changes every- 
thing about the project. To me, we 
approve it, or we approve it with 
reasonable conditions, or we dis- 
approve it.” 

The other members agreed, and 
the motion ultimately considered 
was whether to “accept the plan 
substantially as proposed,” with 
McDonough falling in with those 
opposed. 

Last month, the board also 
rejected the application of Joseph 
Zagarella to build 12 units on less 
than an acre at the corner of Low- 
ell Street and Wild Rose Drive. 
The board recently closed its pub- 
lic hearing on Bill Perkins’s pro- 
posal for 72 townhouses on Dale 
Street in Ballardvale, and it is 
expected to vote on the plan 
Thursday. About two weeks ago, 
the town’s fourth comprehensive 
permit application was filed, by 
Pulte Homes, for. 96 condomini- 
ums on Haverhill Street near the 
North Andover town line. A fifth 
is being considered by North 
Andover’s Northpoint Realty for 
Powdermill Square, on the comer 
of Main and Stevens streets.

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Fostering 
hope over fear 


hijackings and attacks on Tuesday. 
The attacks were a blow not only to 


the twin towers of the World Trade Cen- | 


ter, but to the towers of American might. 
They decimated the Trade Center -— a 
symbol of US economic strength — and 
struck the Pentagon — the very heart of 
our military power. 

Every American was affected. Every- 
one in town seemed, at a minimum, to 
know of someone who was in the shad- 
ow of the Trade Center, near the Penta- 
gon or who would have been on a flight 
if not for some last-minute change in 
schedule. 

Terrorist actions such as the ones 
Tuesday morning are meant to make 
people insular, to cause people to turn 
away from others. But in Andover, 
something different happened. People 
decided to come together. 

“We wanted to declare our solidarity 
with those who are suffering and to find 
a way to express our profound regret,” 
said Rev. Mark Welch of West Parish 
Church, “to declare our faith that God is 
present.” 

So, by word of mouth, information 
spread that there would be an interfaith 
vigil in the Park at 6 p.m. on Tuesday. 
Andover residents from a variety of the 
faith communities attended — Muslims, 
Christians, Jews. Together, they prayed. 
Together, they mourned. 

Times such as these can make people 
feel helpless, can make them wonder if 
there is anything they can do. 

The vigil was something people could 
do. It was a statement about who 
Andover residents are. It was a small 
action to build community, promote 
peace and show resolve on a day 
designed by someone to foster distrust, 
violence and fear on our streets and in 
our hearts.

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Mosquito bites: More facts on spraying 


Editor, Townsman: 

The issue of mosquito spraying 
has been featured in the Zownsman 
for the past two weeks. I am writing 
as an Andover resident who hap- 
pens to be one of the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) 
employees directly involved in the 
recent discussions about spraying. I 
hope to convey facts that have not 
been included in the Townsman and 
to clarify he roles of various state 
agencies. 

Under the General Laws of 
Massachusetts (MGL chapter | 
32B), the Department of Food and 
Agriculture (DFA) is granted the 
lead authority to regulate pesticide 
use. However, DFA regulations 
state that the “intentional applica- 
tion of a pesticide to any surface 
waters or their tributaries used for 
public water supply shall require 
authorization by DEP.” The initial 
information conveyed to DEP was 
that the town wanted to spray 
Haggetts Pond. Once town officials 
clarified that no direct application 
to the pond was planned it became 
clear that DEP approval of this 
spraying was not necessary. 

The Jownsman reported, “mos- 
quitos in Andover and Tewksbury 
tested positive for the West Nile 
virus last week.” The Department 
of Public Health maintains a web 
page that lists the results of daily 
mosquito testing,

Nile Virus positive mosquitos in 
Andover were found on Aug. 17, 
almost three weeks prior to the start 
of spraying. 

Restrictions on pesticide use are 
found on the product label 
approved by the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. These labels 
can be viewed on <www.epa.gove/ 
pesticides/pestlabels/>. The label 
for Anvil says, “don not apply 
directly to water or to areas where 
surface water is present.” DEP’s 
recommendation to the town that 
Anvil not be applied within 100 
feet of Haggetts Pond, Fish Brook, 
or tributaries to either source is one 
interpretation of this restriction and 
is derived from an EPA fact sheet 
on synthetic pyrethroids. 

It is in the best interest of the 
town officials to provide residents 
with full and timely information 
about these activities. The descrip- 
tion of the areas to be sprayed and 
the map included in last week’s 
Townsman were too vague to deter- 
mine what streets were scheduled 
for spraying. Residents at the 
fringes of the mapped area would 
have been hard pressed to decide 
whether they should follow the 
“common sense precautions” of 
removing children’s toys from front 
yards and closing windows and 
doors, or should consider request- 
ing that their property not be 
sprayed.

Talking to your kids about these events 


To help parents and educators talk about Tuesday’s events with their 
children, the following material was provided by Jayan Landry Conlin 
of Snowberry Road, chief executive officer of the Trauma Intervention 
Program of the Merrimack Valley, located in Methuen.

As we struggle to cope with the tragic events in our country, many of 
us are feeling frightened, confused and vulnerable. Those who have 
children are asking how can we best help them work though this painful 
time. I offer the following guidelines for parents and teachers as sug- 
gestions to assist our youngest victims deal with the news of the attacks: 

¢ Share the truth about the situation without over-exposing children 
to the very graphic TV images. Many children are becoming retrauma- 
tized each time they visualize the “plane crashing into the building.” It 
is better to share information with them through print media since it is 
not immediate in time, and is less emotional. If they have watched TV, 
sit with them and explain what is happening and answer their questions. 

* Try not to convey the full extent of your own fear and anxiety to 
your child. A calm and reassuring approach will be most helpful. Show 
your child that you are in control of your emotions. 

* Reassure your child they are safe. Explain that community leaders, 
public safety officials, teachers, principals, and the president are all 
working hard to make them safe. To assist in feeling safe, contact 
beloved family and friends to “check in” and let your child talk to them 
on the phone to assist in reassuring them they are surrounded by people 


* Maintain as much of a routine as possible. Frightened children are 
comforted by the structure of the usual daily activities. Pulling your 
child out of school early and not allowing them to participate in usual 
sports and drama activities, for example, deprives them the opportunity 
to work through their anxiety in their own way. 
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Vigil draws crowd at Park

Residents turned off 
their televisions and radios 
Tuesday evening and turned 
to each other for support in 
the wake of the day’s terror- 
ist attacks that left thou- 
sands dead. 

More than 100 people, 
including town officials and 
clergy of various faiths, 
gathered in vigil at the 
Park’s bandstand in search 
of peace and understanding. 
The assembly was orga- 
nized through word of 
mouth earlier in the day. 

“We are gathering as one 
family, the Andover com- 
munity, and as one world,” 
said Rev. Mark Welch of 
West Parish Church, who 
led the service. Some vic- 
tims of Tuesday’s violence 
have ties to Andover resi- 
dents. 

The shockwave of vio- 
lence in New York and 
Washington, DC _ hit 
Andover shortly after 9 a.m. 
when the media reported 
that two commercial jetlin- 
ers, hijacked from Boston's 
Logan Airport, had struck 
both World Trade Center 
towers in Manhattan. A 
third hijacked plane crashed 
into the Pentagon in Wash- 
ington before the Trade 
Center Towers collapsed in 
clouds of soot that billowed 
across the city. A fourth 


plane, also hijacked, hit the 
ground near Pittsburgh, Pa. 
Federal buildings in Wash- 
ington were evacuated, as 
well as several locations in 
Boston including the State- 
house, as was the IRS 
building in Andover. Presi- 
dent Bush has launched a 
full-scale investigation to 
find the person or group 
responsible for Tuesday’s 
violence. As of Townsman 
presstime Wednesday, fed- 
eral officials had not pin- 
pointed the perpetrator. 

St. Augustine’s Rev. 
Richard Foley prayed with 
the crowd, asking govern- 
mental leaders to “show 
(that the United States) is 
truly a great nation by pur- 
suing justice and offering 
forgiveness.” 

Heads bowed and hand- 
in-hand, attendees had 
mixed reactions to the day’s 
violence and varying opin- 
ions as to an appropriate US 
response. 

“I don’t feel very peace- 
able,” said Greg Buck of 
Dorset Circle. “My reaction 
is one of vengeance. How 
do you make sure that does- 
n’t happen again?” 

Resident Magid Mazen 
of Harding Street had a dif- 
ferent opinion. “As a Mus- 
lim, I believe in a god of 
peace, kindness and fair- 
ness,” he said. “The next 


step should not be 
vengeance. What would 
vengeance do?” 

Instead, Mazen called 
for the town to follow up 
Tuesday’s vigil with a 
forum for public discussion 
on the tragedy, possible 
solutions to the violence 
and dialogue on internation- 
al relations. Tuesday 
evening’s vigil is only the 
beginning of the discussion, 
he said. “I’m calling this 
highly civic town for a 
forum of understanding. 
This is a time for listening 
and some talking,” he 
added. 

Other residents said the 
vigil provided a much- 
needed outlet for emotions. 
Lani Arnzen of Holt Road 
said she spent the day mak- 
ing contact with her friends 
and family members in 
New York. 

“Once we realized they 
were safe, our thoughts 
turned to those who didn’t 
have good news, and we 
came here tonight,” she 
said. 

Jocelyn Gully, 12, of 
Summer Street, attended 
the vigil thankful that her 
family was intact. “I 
thought about the kids 
whose parents wouldn’t 
come home from work,” 
she said. 
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Families, couples and individuals listened as leaders of Andover’s houses of 
worship offered words of comfort.

Linda Benjamin of Sugarbush 
Lane said Wednesday morning 
that they lost a close friend, Susan 
MacKay of Westford, on one of 
the hijacked Boston flights. 
Benjamin’s husband, Peter Ben- 
jamin, a merchandise manager, 
worked with MacKay for more 
than a decade at The TIX Compa- 
nies Inc. in Framingham. She was 
one of seven buyers for the compa- 
ny, all Peter Benjamin’s cowork- 
ers, who were on the flight to Los 
Angeles; he was scheduled to take 
the same flight two weeks later. 

“She was a wonderful woman... 
the grief really strikes home,” said 
Linda Benjamin. “Our hearts and 
our prayers are going out to all the 
families that have been touched by 
this.” 

With thoughts of such people 
on their minds, Andover residents 
gathered at a vigil in the Park on 
Tuesday. The low melody of Let 
There Be Peace on Earth floated 
up from the bandstand, as resi- 
dents, clergy and town officials 
gathered for the evening vigil nine 
hours after the World Trade Center 
crashed down in clouds of flame 
and ash. 

“When anyone suffers the bar- 
barism we experienced today, we 
are all suffering with them,” said 
Rev. Mark Welch of West Parish 
Church, who led the half-hour ser- 
vice. Several clergy representing 
varied faiths and more than 100 
attendees participated, trying to 
bring some peace to Andover by 
praying for those lost in Tuesday’s 
violence — the second attack on the 
World Trade Center in the last 10 
years. 

As of Townsman presstime 
Wednesday, emergency crews 
were still trying to rescue people 
trapped inside the Trade Center 
after two commercial planes struck 
the towers — each tower stretching 
110 stories — shortly before 9 a.m. 
Both towers collapsed soon after, 


creating a wave of dust and debris 
that swallowed several blocks of 
Manhattan for hours. 

Laura Fallon, a 1989 Andover 
High graduate, said she saw large 
numbers of people walking over 
the 59th Street Bridge in the late 
afternoon. “There were hundreds 
of people walking across the 
bridge from Manhattan, going 
towards Queens. Everyone was 
pretty quiet. There was an air of 
unity and support that is rarely felt 
here in NYC.” 

As the towers collapsed, reports 
were confirmed that a third plane 
had struck the Pentagon in Wash- 
ington, DC at 9:45 a.m. A fourth 
plane crashed near Pittsburgh, Pa. 
later that morning. FBI agents 
have confirmed that all four planes 
were hijacked. 

Federal officials immediately 
deemed all three strikes intentional 
Tuesday morning, and activated 
military response teams to survey 
the skies, securing both sites from 
further attack. 

Logan Airport shut down 
immediately after the attacks after 
officials confirmed that two of the 
planes involved in the attacks had 
been hijacked from the Boston air- 
port. The Federal Aviation Admin-

“It’s like a ghost town right 
now. The terminals are closed 
down. There are F-15s patrolling 
the skies over New York and 
Boston,” said state police Sgt. Jim 
Deyermond on Tuesday. “One of 
our state police helicopters flew 
equipment into Logan (and was 
intercepted).” 

Deyermond is the liason 
between the airport and state 
police headquarters. On Wednes- 
day, he said planes were no longer 
flying over the city but that “the 
military has control of the airspace 
right now.” 

Andover resident Michael 
Miller, a lawyer for Massport at 
Logan Airport, watched the morn- 
ing confusion from his office win- 
dow. “The planes that are out there 
are on the ground,” said Miller late 
Tuesday morning, who could see 
state troopers and FBI agents 
walking the grounds and airfield. 
“There are no planes flying in and 
there’s a lot more security.” 

President George W. Bush 
called for an intensive investiga- 
tion Tuesday to find those respon- 
sible for the attacks. Congressman 
Marty Meehan, who was at an 
undisclosed location Tuesday, 
called for discussion regarding 
national defense. 

“This is a tragic wake-up call. 
The attacks on the World Trade 
Center in New York and the Penta- 
gon indicate a high level of coordi- 
nation,” Meehan said in a prepared 
statement. “It’s time for a major 
reassessment of our National 
Security policy.” 

Massport employees remained 
at work Wednesday to assist the 
airport with concerned individuals 
calling or driving to the airport 
looking for information, while sev- 
eral other Boston locations, includ- 
ing the Statehouse, sent their 
employees home. Andover’s IRS 
facility on Lowell Street evacuated

Philips Medical Systems in 
Andover, formerly Agilent’s 
Healthcare Solutions Group, also 
responded to the needs in New 
York. The company filled two 28- 


foot trailer trucks with defibrilla- 
tors, electrocardiograph equipment 
and other supplies and delivered 
the goods to New York hospitals, 
said Dianne Prendible, internal 
communications program manag- 
er. According to reports, hospitals 
were already filled to capacity and 
turning patients away by late Tues- 
day morning. The donation was a 
gesture the company decided to 
offer almost immediately after 
information about the attacks was 
made public. 

“They started working on it this 
morning right after it happened,” 
Prendible said. 

The immediate response for 
people at the Andover Senior Cen- 
ter Tuesday was to think back to 
memories of the 1941 Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

“Pearl Harbor, that’s the big 
buzz word,” said Jeanne Madden, 
Elder Services director. Visitors 
drifted around the center remem- 
bering the attack that brought the 
nation into World War II, she said. 

“Fifty years ago came flooding 
back quickly,” agreed resident Bob 
Zoliner at the vigil Tuesday night.

Evacuating student: ‘You could see the Pentagon in flames’ 


Diana Finegold,18, walked out 
of a class during her freshman 
year at George Washington Uni- 
versity in the nation’s capital and 
walked into a history lesson. 

“There were police everywhere 
and the streets were shut down,” 
she says. “In my dorm, all the kids 
on my floor said, ‘Get out as fast 
as you can. You better leave now.’” 

Finegold, a 2001 Andover 
High graduate and the younger 
sister of state Rep. Barry Finegold, 
says students at GW were told that 
they either had to stay in their dor- 
mitory or leave campus. The 
school was shutting down because 
of a terrorist attack nearby. 

Picking up bits of information 
as she moved along,,Finegold 


decided to make her way to her 
sister Joni’s house in Alexandria, 
Va. With thousands of others she 
took the subway to Arlington 
National Cemetery, where buses 
were scheduled to take people out 
of the city. She waited there for at 
least 30 minutes. 

“You could see across,” to a 
scene millions of Americans will 
never forget, she says, “the Penta- 
gon in flames.” 

Finegold said the Metro, Wash- 
ington’s subway, was a mob 
scene. 

“When people start panicking, 
you get to see the true side of peo- 
ple. People started pushing me,” 
she says. “It was so crowded that 
the doors, wouldn’t. shut. You 


would have to push against people 
to get the doors closed. People 
were trying to get on and there 
wasn’t any room.” 


Parents try to reach children 

Relatives of many people in 
New York City and Washington 
were anxious to hear from their 
family members on Tuesday, but 
phone lines were overloaded. 
Many relied on e-mail or cellular 
phones for communication. 

The reaction of some worried 
Andover parents whose children 
attend college or work in New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
was similar to Kathy Kelley’s 
reaction. 


“It’s frightening. I was, frantic , day to reach Kirstep, Willa Rapp _ 


trying to get through,” said Kelley, 
who lives on William Street. Her 
daughter, Megan, works for the 
Justice Department, the office of 
which is just a short walk from the 
Pentagon. After hours of trying, 
the father of Megan’s boyfriend, 
who lives in Manchester, N.H., 
finally got through to her cell 
phone and notified her parents. 
She was deadlocked in DC traffic 
near the White House. 

“My daughter is an emotional 
wreck and so am I, like everyone,” 
said Willa Rapp of Launching 
Road. Her daughter, Kirsten, 
attends Columbia University in 
New York City. After trying 
unsuccessfully for hours on Tues- 


finally got an e-mail and a cellular 
phone call that Kirsten was OK. 
While Columbia is located closer 
to Harlem than to downtown Man- 
hattan, students were shaken to the 
core. Willa Rapp, who is a visiting 
physical therapists, said she was 
working with a patient on Tuesday 
morning when she saw footage of 
the bombing on television. “T just 
lost it. I broke into tears. I couldn’t 
even work today,” she said.

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$300, 000 worth of work just the start of ‘temporary’ fix 


Downtown town yard location — used as garage, salt shed — expected to need more significant repairs

The town is investing time, 
labor and $300,000 into its town 
yard this year, even though offi- 
cials could decide to move the 
yard somewhere else. 

For years, residents and offi- 
cials have talked of moving the 
yard from its downtown location 
between Lewis and Pearson 
streets, a valuable chunk of land 
for prime parking or retail space. 

But emergency repairs on the 
yard’s dilapidated buildings could- 
n’t wait for officials to make up 
their minds, says Plant and Facili- 
ties Director Joe Piantedosi. So, 
this year, temporary repairs on the 
yard will cost taxpayers $300,000 
just to keep the yard functioning 
and its workers safe. And that’s 
only the beginning. 

“You can be certain that there 
will be more permanent dollars 


spent on temporary fixes,” says 
Selectman Brian Major. “That’s 
what happens when you get into 
Band-Aid situations.” 

April’s Town Meeting 
approved $300,000 to repair struc- 
tural deficiencies, replace over- 
head doors and windows and 
install heating, electrical and ven- 
tilation systems. Workers are also 
constructing two new salt sheds 
and an automotive repair bay, 
relocated and upgraded from its 
former site at the public safety 
center. Next year, Piantedosi will 
ask Town Meeting for $515,000 
for more of the same, and he’ll be 
back to ask for $300,000 more by 
fiscal year 2005, according to the 
Capital Improvement Plan, a five- 
year projection of departmental 
budgetary needs. He says he’ll 
need the money for as long as offi- 
cials dawdle over the decision, or 


as long as it takes them to put a 
solid plan into action. 

Major says it’s necessary to 
discuss the town-yard issue from 
scratch — rather than simply trust a 
study done two years ago that con- 
cluded that the best location for 
the town yard is right where it 
stands now. 

“It was a fuzzy conclusion,” 
says Major. He wants to give 
Selectmen Ray Hender and Ted 
Teichert, who weren’t part of the 
board at the time of the study, 
opportunity for input. 

“Tt hasn’t been discussed very 
thoroughly,” agrees Selectman 
Ted Teichert. At the time he was 
running for office, the town yard 
was one of the big issues facing 
candidates, he says. He suggests 
exploring satellite sites or using 
the Reichhold Chemical land,

Kenyan activist expected at church 


One of few who ‘disagreed with Moi publicly and survived’

No one has done as much as 
Wangari Maathai to advocate for 
democracy and human rights’ in 
Kenya without being killed. 

The internationally recognized 
women’s rights activist and envi- 
ronmentalist is scheduled to speak 
this Sunday at 10:30 a.m. at the 
Unitarian Universalist Congrega- 
tion on Locke Street. However, 
Maathai arrived in New York City 
Monday night, and as of Jowns- 
man presstime Wednesday, it was 
not known whether Tuesday’s ter- 
rorist attack would affect her 
appearance in Andover. 

Maathai studied in the United 
States for several years before 
obtaining a doctorate in microbiol- 
ogy in 1966 from the University of 
Nairobi, where she also became its 
first female professor. In 1977, she 
founded the Green Belt Move- 
ment, through which she has 
worked to teach the African rural 


poor, espcially women, to plant 
trees and to understand their basic 
connection to the earth, as well as 
their political rights. Today, the 
movement claims around 80,000 
members worldwide. 

UUC member Thomas Rice, of 
Holt Road, facilitated Maathai’s 
visit to Andover through his own 
progressive organization, the Inter- 
action Institute for Social Change, 
headquartered in Boston. The 
organization, of which Rice is the 
founder and chairman, is a con- 
sulting and training firm that 
works on “building collaborative 
organizations” for nonprofit and 
nongovernmental entities in the 
United States and around the 
world. In June, Rice traveled to 
Kenya at Maathai’s invitation to 
work with her organization. 

“Kenya has been governed 
since 1978 by the strongman, one- 
party rule of Daniel Arap Moi,” 
said Rice. ““Wangari is one of the 


few people who has disagreed with 
him publicly and survived. They 
put her in jail on a fairly regular 
basis and beat her up on a fairly 
regular basis... But she has contin- 
ually stood up and organized pub- 
lic protests. She’s absolutely fear- 
less. She’s unbelievable.” 

Rice said that recognition by 
the United Nations and a rising 
international profile now keeps 
Maathai relatively safe. When he 
learned that she was to embark on 
a speaking tour in the United 
States for the month of September, 
he invited her to visit the Unitarian 
Universalist Congregation in 
Andover, and she accepted. 

Rice said that the public is 
encouraged to attend Maathai’s 
talk on Sunday morning. The

says. “We’re not going to be able 
to afford to put in $5 million into 
it.

that many questions from the jus-

While officials 
waver between moving the yard 
to a new location versus rebuild- 
ing it at its current site between 
Pearson and Lewis streets, tax 
dollars are being spent just to 
keep its existing, dilapidated 
buildings standing and town 
employees safe. 

* the sewers, which officials 
originally hoped would be ready 
for hookup by October. They 
have now pushed that date six 
months back, estimating that the 
first connections will be in late 
spring.

After ‘rigorous’ review selectmen ‘in awe’

The safety center project is five 
months behind schedule. The new 
schools are one month off track. 
But the performance of Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski — who 
oversees both projects — is right 
on target, said selectmen. 

“I do want to publicly state that 
I am very in awe of what the town 
manager is able to do with the 
time he has on his hands,” said 
Selectman Brian Major during the 
board’s evaluation presentation 
Monday night. 

He was not alone. The board 
issued Stapczynski glowing 
remarks on his project manage- 
ment, vision and leadership and 
administrative skills. 

All five selectmen declined to 
detail the actual grades given 
Stapczynski — individually and as 
a board — saying that those com- 
ments are part of the town manag- 
er’s personnel file. The selectmen 
and Stapczynski have not yet 
agreed upon Stapczynski’s raise — 
an annual part of the evaluation 
process — but it is typically a 
three-percent pay increase, said

Major. Stapczynski currently 
draws $103,000 per year as the 
town’s CEO. 

Since the end of June, select- 
men have met in executive session 
to grade Stapczynski’s job perfor- 
mance. Many of the projects listed 
on the evaluation sheet, including 
the public safety center, which is 
currently five months behind 
schedule, have problems. But 
that’s not something that they can 
hold against the town manager, 
selectmen agreed. 

“(There are) some projects like 
the public safety center, which 
some would view in a negative 
fashion. But when you're dealing 
with public construction projects, 
it’s very difficult,” said Major, 
alluding to the low-bidder laws 
municipalities must adhere to in 
public projects. “What I can say is 
that these projects are very well 
managed.” 

Some former selectmen have 
also said Stapezynski lacks vision 
and leadership for Andover. Yet, 
Major confirmed that on a scale of 
one to five, with one being the 
lowest possible grade and five 
being the highest, Stapczynski did 
not receive anything less than a 
three in any category from the 
board’s combined grades. 

Selectmen Chairwoman Mary 
French read a public statement 
from the board that lasted approx- 
imately two minutes. 

“He is a competent, steady 
administrator. We feel he’s done a 
good job managing Andover,” 
read French. The statement 
praised Stapczynski for his “high 
energy and communication lev- 
els,” indicated that officials would 
continue to look to the town man- 
ager for leadership in upcoming 
financial and budgetary chal- 
lenges, and suggested that the 
town needs to hire more minori- 
ties and women. 

In reading the board’s state- 
ment, French touched upon 
Stapczynski’s financial victories 
for the town, such as Andover’s 
acquisition of an Aaa rating, the 
highest possible. Selectman John 
Hess praised Stapczynski for his 
good judgment in hirings this 
year. Hender vouched that the 
board’s review was a result of

thoughtful, independent thinking. 

“It’s not to jump on the band- 
wagon,” he said afterwards. “Buzz 
is a good administrator, and I 
ranked him accordingly on that. 
We did these (evaluations) inde- 
pendently. We’re not copying 
(each other), but (it shows) we’re 
all paying attention.” 

Hess tried to offer words of 
reassurance to residents after the 
evaluation announcement. 

“It’s part of our job to evaluate 
the town manager, and hopefully 
we re doing a good job of that,” he 
said. 

Residents are just going to have 
to trust them on that, said Major. 

“A lot of it comes down to 
faith,” he said. “The townspeople 
need to have faith that the five 
people they elected to make sure 
the processes are carried out in the 
best interest of Andover citizens 
(are doing so).” 

“The town has to trust us that 
we have a way, a means (of evalu- 
ating the town manager), that is 
appropriate and fair,” agreed 
Selectman Ray Hender.

Eric Nadworny said he hopes to 

have a public statement about Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach’s annual 
evaluation at the committee’s next meet- 
ing, on Sept. 25. The evaluation is Bach’s 
third since arriving in Andover in 1998. 
While committee members say they can- 
not discuss the details of a private person- 
nel matter like an evaluation, members 
have historically had nothing but praise for 
Bach and her performance. 

“T think she’s done a wonderful job,” 
said committee member Dick Collins. 
“She’s got a lot of courage and she’s not 
one to bend the rules. And above all, she 
shows a lot of concern for the kids of the 
town.” 

Bach has played a large role in the 
development of the current evaluation, and 
she continues to work on revising and 
enhancing the way teachers and adminis- 
trators in Andover are evaluated. She says 
it’s a priority. 

“T really believe in professional 
growth,” said Bach. “Every evaluation 
should point to where you should go next. 
I think that’s very, very important.” 


The evaluation document the School 
Committee uses consists of eight perfor- 
mance standards drawn from a nationally 
recognized model recommended by Bach. 
Each standard is accompanied by a num- 
ber of performance indicators. The stan- 
dards are compared against the School 
Committee’s yearly statement of “Goals 
and Objectives,” and members also have 
reference to the superintendent’s annual 
plan, which details specific programs and 
initiatives for the year. According to Bach, 
committee members can rate the superin- 
tendent objectively, based on whether she 
“fails to meet,” “meets” or “exceeds” each 
performance standard, or they can write 
comments, or they can do both. 

The superintendent sees the individual 
evaluations, and then the committee com- 
bines them into a single, unified committee 
evaluation. The chairman and secretary of 
the committee then sit with the superinten- 
dent and discuss the final document. 

“It’s usually a really good discussion 
about where can we do better,” said Bach.

“What we’ve done is created a 
process for talking about where we are 
and where we want to go,” said Nad- 
worhy. 

“T think it’s a pretty good instru- 
ment.” said Bach. “I think it’s very 
accountable.” 


What the public sees 


Following the formal evaluation inter- 
view with the superintendent, the commit- 
tee has to walk the line between keeping a 
personnel matter private and preparing a 
public statement about the evaluation. 

“What we try to do in a public state- 
ment is be completely honest, but we also 
want to be completely legal,” said Nad- 
worny. However, he said, “There’s nothing 
to preclude us from pointing out that there 
are areas for improvement.” 

But most officials agreed that unless 
there are serious problems with a superin- 
tendent, a public statement is likely to be 
free of criticism. The longest-serving 
School Committee member, Tina Gird- 
wood, first elected in 1995, said she cannot 
recall a public statement about a superin- 
tendent’s evaluation addressing any nega- 
tive points. 

“When Dick Neal was superintendent, I 
felt there were areas where he could use

some improvement, and I’m sure | 
put that in my evaluation,” said 
Girdwood, referring to Bach’s pre- 
decessor.

She acknowledged, however, as 
did Nadworny, that serious prob- 
lems should be made public. 

“It doesn’t do us any good in 
the long run if we say everything 


is perfectly great, and really 
there’s a problem,” said Nad- 
worny. 

“Everybody’s got strengths and 
everybody’s got weaknesses,” said 
Collins. “There’s two things in an 
evaluation: one is the overall judg- 
ment of the person being evaluat- 
ed; then there’s the specific points, 
including what the person could 
improve on.” 

He said the first part — the bot- 
tom line — is the focus of the pub- 
lic statement. Bach concurred on 
the overriding importance of an 
evaluation’s basic point. 

“T would be unhappy with them 
if they just said, ‘Here are all the 
things you’re doing wrong, and 
here are all the things you’re doing 
right,’” she said. “I would say, 
‘Well, am I doing a good job?’ ”

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‘When I think of her, I stand straighter’ 


Local woman writes book honoring aunt, who became doctor in 1927

There are certain people with 
the kind of character or charis- 
ma that makes them an inspira- 
tion to the people around them. 
For Mary Arakelian of Brent- 
wood Circle, one of these peo- 
ple was her aunt, Orra Phelps, a 
New York medical doctor, 
Adirondack naturalist, botanist, 
teacher and mentor. Phelps died 
in 1986, and this past December, 
North Country Books published 
Arakelian’s biography of her, 
entitled Doc: Orra A. Phelps, 
M.D. 

“When I think of her, I stand 
up straighter,’ says Arakelian, 
who taught first grade and then 
special education at Bancroft, 
West, and South schools from 
1970 to 1990. “That’s the kind 
of woman she was. She men- 
tored people, she helped people. 
She did a lot of outreach.” 

Phelps was born in 1895 in 
Connecticut. She learned her 
independence and love of the 
outdoors from her mother, 
whom a young Phelps helped 
classify all the wildflowers in 
Connecticut. In 1913 her family 
moved to the place she would thereafter 
call home, upstate New York, near 
Saratoga Springs. In 1918, at a time 
when very few women attended col- 
lege, she graduated from Mount 
Holyoke College with a degree in zool- 
ogy; even more notable was her gradu- 
ation from Johns Hopkins Medical 
School in 1927. 

After medical school, Phelps 
returned to New York and what had 
become her beloved Adirondack 
Mountains. She became prominent in 
the Adirondack Mountain Club (ADK), 
in the state medical community, and as 
a local civic leader. Her hiking and 
mountaineering feats (she once hiked 
home from Johns Hopkins, in Balti- 
more, covering 350 miles in 11 days) 
were matched by the success of her 
medical practice. In 1934, she authored 
the ADK’s first trail guide. 

Phelps was sufficiently independent 
that she never married, despite three 
different proposals. Arakelian says 
Phelps was always nourished by the 
reciprocal love and admiration of her 
friends and family. 

“I think she chose between her 
career and a family. She felt she could- 
n’t devote enough time to both things,” 
she says. “Also, she was such a strong 
woman that it would have taken a very 
strong man to respect her desire to do 
her own thing.” . 

Arakelian, born Mary K. Haas in 
1934, lived in New York not far from 
her aunt and her grandmother. Arake- 
lian says that, although close to her own 
immediate family, she always

“marched to a different drummer” from 
her siblings and her mother. She soon 
found a soulmate in her aunt. 

“My Aunt Orra was quite different, 
in that she was a doctor and an outdoor 
enthusiast,” says Arakelian. “My own 
mother was a homemaker and the town 
librarian.” She believes her mother, 
always busy tending the family farm, 
was glad for someone who could 
appropriately occupy her adventure- 
some daughter. 

Arakelian was often a companion to 
her aunt, on hiking trips as well as, 
occasionally, visits with medical offi- 
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cials, and Arakelian says Phelps 
helped nurture her own self-con- 
fidence and sense of indepen- 
dence. 

“T’ve always been aware of the 
importance of mentoring people, 
because it’s been so important in 
my life,” says Arakelian. Encour- 
aged by her aunt’s and her grand- 
mother’s high regard for educa- 
tion, Arakelian became a teacher, 
and she and her late first husband 
settled in Andover in 1969. In 
1977, she published Numbers 
One to Ten, a special education 
math text, and has published sev- 
eral articles in outdoor and gar- 
dening journals. 

When Phelps died, Arakelian 
came into possession of her near- 
ly 3,000 letters; her initial 
thought was to donate them to 
Mount Holyoke, but she instead 
retained them, and in 1990 began 
doing research for a biography. 

“She deserved having her life 
written, to inspire other people to 
carry on her work,” she says. By 
1997, working around her own 
involvement with the ADK, the 
Massachusetts Garden Club, and 
the Andover Spade and Trowel 
Garden Club (of which she is past pres- 
ident), Arakelian had a complete manu- 
script. Now in print, the 325-page text 
is chock full of letter and diary excerpts 
and photographs, to the extent that it 
reads almost like an autobiography. 
Arakelian is very happy to be able to 
tell her aunt’s story to her children, 
grandchildren, nieces and nephews, and 
all those who never knew her. Young 
women in particular, she says, stand to 
benefit from Phelps’s example. 

“Women, especially today, need role 
models,” she says. She believes it is the

It will be given annually from now on to 
someone who exemplifies the three elements of the mis- 
sion: caring, compassion, and collaboration. 

Alice O'Reilly is also very active with fundraising at 
Holy Family Hospital, where she is a past president of their 
auxiliary, and at St. Augustine Church, the Home for Little 
Wanderers, Andover Visiting Nurse Association, and many 
more civic groups.

Smoking ban starts Oct. 1 


The Board of Health Tuesday night ruled that the 
bylaw amendment banning smoking in all restaurants in 
Andover will take effect Oct. 1. 

Health Director Everett Penney said the four eating 
establishments in town that currently allow smoking will 
be notified of the change in writing by the end of the 
week, giving them two weeks’ notice. If customers are 
found violating the rule, the business owners are to be 
fined from $100 to $300. Another part of the law, 
approved at Town Meeting in April, establishes a local 
retail tobacco license for establishments like conve- 
nience stores that sell cigarettes. This license will be able 
to be revoked for selling tobacco to minors. Penney said 
the new licensing will not be implemented until Jan. 1, 
2002, to keep consistent with all the other health depart- 
ment licenses, which expire each Dec. 31.

His job always a moving experience 


Andover resident Larry O’ Toole is a Gentle Giant for those moving 


By Rebecca Piro 

Moving a family into a 19-room 
house in Andover is no easy job. But 
Larry O'Toole, president of Gentle 
Giant Moving Co., will gladly shoul- 
der the burden. 

Headquartered in Somerville, 
O’Toole’s Gentle Giant serves several 
Andover customers out of its Wilming- 
ton warehouse. An Andover resident 
himself, O’ Toole says many of his cus- 
tomers come from families relocating 
to Andover. 

“We probably move about twice as 
many people into (Andover) as we 
move out,” he says. “A lot of our cus- 


tomer base started in Brookline, 
Boston and Cambridge. As you devel- 
op (business relationships) with these 
people, they moved out to the outer 
suburbs. Andover is a very desirable 
town to move to.” 

With an influx of affluent residents, 
the town’s housing stock has adapted. 
Developers are building bigger and 
bigger homes in areas like the Andover 
Country Club, a popular site for sever- 
al Gentle Giant customers. 

“Sometimes people moving into 
those homes, believe it or not, don’t 
have a huge amount of furniture,” says 
O’Toole. “But moving out they sure 


do! Sooner or later you get to the point 
where you have to hire a professional.” 

A professional move with Gentle 
Giant — if it lasts three or four days, 
and involves lots of furniture — can 
cost between $5,000 and $10,000, says 
O'Toole. 

O’ Toole makes a bit extra by selling 
empty boxes to those who need them 
(see sidebar, page 34). 

O’Toole founded the company in 
1980 and has since moved several 
Andover customers multiple times. 
“We've done as many as 15 moves for 
one person,” he says. That tally can

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Your dream kitchen: 


Where do you begin? 


By Sue Tabb 

It’s the heart of a home, the 
pulse of domestic life and the epi- 
center of family activity. It’s your 
kitchen and, like it or not, you’re 
going to spend a lot of time there. 
So, if your kitchen is less than 
spectacular, you may want to 
consider a little face-lift - or even 
a complete overhaul, if your bud- 
get allows. The problem for many 
is knowing where to begin plan- 
ning such a daunting task. 

Mark Karas, a certified kitchen 
designer and general manager for 
Adams Kitchens Inc. in Stone- 
ham, says it’s best to start with 
creating a photo file by putting 
some pictures together with ele- 
ments that appeal to you. 

“Buy all the kitchen and bath 
magazines you can find and clip 
out all the ones (photographs) 
that you are attracted to ... a good 
designer can take that and incor- 
porate it into a design,” says Mr. 
Karas. 

Mr. Karas advocates doing 
business with a member of the 
National Kitchen and Bath Asso- 
ciation. He also recommends 
using a designer that is a certified 
kitchen designer; these people 
have gone through extensive 
training and testing to get to that 
point and, according to Mr. 
Karas, are the “top of the group.” 
You can ask to see someone’s 
business card or inquire whether 
a store has a certified kitchen 
designer on staff. 

Once you are comfortable with 
a designer, Mr. Karas says the 
actual layout of a kitchen goes 
back to a very simple rule of 
thumb: Form follows function. 
You can come up with whatever 
design you think you may want, 
but ultimately the kitchen has to 
work. There are always trade-offs 
that designers can work with, but 
the design has to make sense for 
your family’s needs.

appeal to you. 


There are a number of popular 
trends that Mr. Karas has been 
seeing, including the antique look 
- cabinets with a washed or glazed 
finish, mostly in an off-white, 
eggshell or cream color. The look 
is achieved by hand-wiping a top 
coat of a darker color on the 
wood, leaving the buildup in the 
corners and grooves; cherry and

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maple are the two woods that 
accept this technique best. Anoth- 
er movement, according to Mr. 
Karas, is toward theme design. 
There is a resurgence of contem- 
porary and Asian (using black/red 
combinations) influences and 
even an arts and crafts look with 
simplified styles and more natural 
woods. 

Rita Mullin, who manages the 
kitchen and bath department at 
Moynihan Lumber’s North Read- 
ing store, says certain types of 
wood are very sought after these 
days. 

“Maple has been hot for about 
three or four years. Red birch in 
the Northeast has been hot; a lot 
of the wood comes from Canada - 
it’s a really pretty, pretty wood,” 
says Ms. Mullin. “Some cabinet 
lines don’t carry it because it’s 
not an easy wood to get a hold of; 
it looks like what cherry looks 
like before it ages — it starts off 
very light and natural.”

now sought after. The bathtubs 
can be placed in any type of a 
bathroom and will match any 
decor. But, considering the high 
costs of restoring an old tub, a 
luxury whirlpool bath or 
Jacuzzi with massaging options 
might be a more appropriate 
choice for some. 

“Whirlpool tubs are always 
popular,” Ms. Laudani says. 

However, if you choose a 
whirlpool or Jacuzzi but also 
like to take showers, then there 
needs to be room for a stand-up 
shower unit as well. 

Ms. Laudani says, “Stand-up 
shower facilities work as a 
backup shower Or ‘extra.”” 

Other extras for the bathroom 
include fixtures. Above-counter 
basins are popular this year and 
styles include hand-painted and 
copper fused with glass. Flow- 
ers and other designs come 
applied to the basins, along 
with hand-painted fixtures to 
match. 

“Common fixtures can come 
in chrome, brass, enamel or 
hand-painted,” says Ms. Lau- 
dani. 

But, how practical are ceram- 
ic basins or glass fixtures when 
you have children? 

“Glass fixtures are OK with 
children as long as they have a 
step-up stool to give them easi- 
er access. They are relatively 
durable,” Ms. Laudani says. 

One safety tip to keep in mind 
when redecorating a bathroom 
is to be sure to add a rubber- 
backed rug near the bathtub or 
shower to cover the flooring. 
Rich Knapik of Home Depot in 
Methuen rates the four major 
types of flooring. 

“There are several ways to 
floor a bathroom: ceramic tile, 
Pergo, self-stick vinyl tiles or 
sheet vinyl. Sheet vinyl is the 
most common because it is not 
hard to put in and can be put in 
in one piece. If done right, no 
water will leak through and (it) 
is the same for self-stick tiles.” 

Pergo is a material that looks 
like hardwood flooring and, 
according to Mr. Knapik, gives 
“good service, is low mainte- 
nance, and is easy to clean 
because you don’t have to wax 
it.” Ceramic tiles are also not 
too hard to clean and not as eas- 
ily broken as most people might 
think. On the average, tiles can 
be purchased in materials such 
as marble and granite and can 
cost anywhere from 66 cents to 
$13 a square foot. 

Mr. Knapik and Ms. Laudani 
agree that it is usually the 
homeowner's tastes _ that 
change, rather than the need to 
redecorate. 

“If people like to change a lot, 
then white or neutral colors for 
fixed pieces such as tubs, basin 


and ,toilet -might. be . best, but. 


people usually change bath- 
rooms every 10 years,” says 
Ms. Laudani. 

Fixtures are universal and 
usually stay put when the theme 
or style of a bathroom changes. 
Chrome and brass go with any 
color scheme, but Ms. Laudani 
says “the most popular colors 
for a bathroom are periwinkle 
blue (and) lime green. People 
are more inclined to go for

lighter, more tropical colors to 
have an airy and _ relaxing 
atmosphere.” 

Ms. Laudani says that the 
Zen theme is also popular, with 
the colors including _ black, 
taupe and cream. 

“Don’t be afraid to play up 
personal passions. What you 
love might not be someone 
else’s tastes but if you like it, 
go for it,” says Ms. Laudani.

designers will often discuss the 
triangle effect. If you have the 
space, they suggest you set up 
your kitchen based on the loca- 
tion of your stove, refrigerator 
and sink (forming a triangle with 
those appliances as the points) - 
this helps to ease the flow of the 
kitchen so that people aren’t trip- 
ping over one another. Center 
islands are extremely popular as a 
way to gain additional counter 
and storage space, but you’ ll need 
at least 3 to 4 feet on all sides. 
While a typical kitchen can 
accommodate the L-shaped work 
area, the U-shape can offer more 
options and is more desirable 
when you have the room. 

Places such as Moynihan Lum- 
ber sell cabinetry, some types of 
flooring, windows and doors.

One of the most important 
rooms in any home is the kitchen.

It 
is one of the most common 
kitchen designs, and it provides 
excellent flexibility in the place- 
ment of major appliances. 

The U-Shaped Kitchen — This 
design gives you a good working 
environment, since no traffic pat- 
tern cuts through it. This kitchen 
offers a great amount of counter 
space, and one area of the counter 
may be used to separate the 
kitchen from the dining area. 

The Island Kitchen — An island 
can be added to the U-shaped, L- 
shaped or single-wall kitchens to 
provide plenty of counter space 
and storage.

aisle on each side of the island. 
The island may be mounted on 
wheels or feature a built-in sink or 
indoor grill for extra convenience.
